I his, 
lor its, would be a distinct advantage. 

From our \ iew point NSA has 
something to offei UK.

We would not 
be obliged to take everything the 
organization does as gospel truth, but 
as an intelligent student body we 
would be able to use NSA to lit our 
needs and our problems.
